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I Tax i Equalization Coming In 60

If real estate 
assessments in 
Bucks County 
sometimes seem unfair, it may be because the sys­ 
tem is antiquated and sometimes a bit cockeyed. 
We often wonder why a nice big stone house 
on “A ” Street, for instance, is assessed at $4,500 
and a smaller type frame house on “ B” Street is 
assessed at $5,400. Many comparisons are 
more 
staggering. 


W hether it is because you have to know the as­ 
sessor personally or w hether the system is old-fash­ 
ioned, has not been definitely established.

When you get your 1900 tax bill, you will 
learn for the first time what the experts say about 
your property, for then, and not until then, will 
you get your new tax bill based on Bucks County's 
supposed-to-be equalized assessments on all real 
estate to provide what they say will be ‘ tax equal­ 
ization.” 
According to Erie Murrill, project manager for 
the firm of Cole, Laver and Trumble, experts in the 


field of tax equalization, the firm that is doing the 
Bucks County project, the program is approximate­ 
ly 75 per cent completed. 
According to Chief Bucks County Assessor 
Jam es Nealis the reassessment project started in 
1957 and will cost the county taxpayers approx­ 
imately $435,000. The county mapping program, 
now complete, cost an additional $330,000 but that 
was $70,000 less than expected, according to Nea­ 
lis. 
The reassessment program is scheduled to be 
completed in early 1960 en’ maybe before that 
time It will certainly be completed for the 1960 
assessment rolls, the experts say. 


The over all county mapping program and the 
tax equalization project were started by the board 
of Rucks 
County Commissioners. 
All counties, 
lourth to eighth class inclusive, must provide tax 
equalization programs. 
Nealis said that appeals from the reassessment 
b v the experts can be made when it is completed 
in 1960. 
Reassessment of real estate is advised every 
five to eight years, according to the experts.
